Among the things he 
was in a cell for were: 

Creating a riot at Madison street 
and California avenue. 

Slugging a woman and a man who 
was wearing glasses. 

Shooting two bystanders. 

Biting a policeman. 


Murphy Starts Out. 

Murphy turned his automobile from 
Madison street into California avenue 
at about 8:30 p. m. In front of him 
was @ car driven by Miss Marjorie 
Meeks, 17 years old, of 1505 West Ad- 
ams street. With her were her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. John S. Meeks, 
Mrs. T. A. Zipper, and C. R. Stevens. 
Stevens is part owner of the automo- 
bile. 7 

The street is under repair. Miss 
Meeks drove into a hole and Was un- 
able to start n without delay.

Homer K. Galpin, boss of the 27th 
ward, was ordered yesterday to ap 
pear before the special grand jury 
next Tuesday, Aug. 21. He will be 
required to sign an immunity waiver 
before testifying, it was learned. 

According to the prosecutors the 
27th ward is second only to the 
Bloody 20th in its record of election 
frauds, violence and general political 
lawlessness. 

Mr. Galpin, besides directing the po- 


litical destinies of his ward, doling 


out public jobs to his workers and 
keeping them busy with the voters 
and others, is one of the high chief- 
tains of the politica] machine assem- 
bled by Mayor Thompson and State's 
Attorney Crowe. 


County G. O. P. Chairman. 

Mr. Galpin is chairman of the Re- 
publican county central committee, 
and as such he guided the Thompson- 
Crowe forces in the April primary. 
He and his associates during the cam- 
paign were called tHe political part- 
ners of criminals, and the machine 
was wrecked by the votes from citi- 
zens who were called to the polls by 
the politico-crime issue. 

Frank J. Loesch, chief special assist- 
ant attorney, and his first assistant, 
Da vid D. Stansbury, desire to have the 
special grand jury hear Galpin ex- 
plain various transactions in the pri- 
mary, it became known yesterday. 

Several of Galpin’s workers are 
under indictment for vote frauds, and 
in many precincts of his ward an in- 
vestigation is under way to account 
for frauds in the election returns. 

Campaign Fund Inquiry. 

The principal matter upon which 
Galpin will be asked to enlighten the 
special grand jurors—if he consents 
to waive tmmunity—is the source of 
the contributions to the Thompson-

manner in which they were spent. 

What evidence is in possession of 
the prosecutors concerning the raising 
of the fund and its disposition was 
not made known, but it was reported 
they have learned of payments of 
large sums by the bosses of gambling, 
vice and bootlegging gangs and syndi- 
cates.

Drys in Ohio 
Have Edge on 
Wets at Polls 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 15 (Wednesday). 
—[Special.]}——Myers Y. Cooper of Cin- 
cinnati apparently won the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination in yester- 
day’s Ohio primary. Returns from 
3,368 precincts out of the state’s 8,745 
early this morning increased the lead 
of Cooper over his nearest opponent, 
Congressman James T. Beggs of San- 
dusky, to more than 9,400. Cooper’s 
vote from these precincts was 79,889; 
Beggs’, 70,484. Attorney General Ed- 
ward C. Turner was running a poor 
third with 34,510 votes. 

The wet and dry issue was an impor- 
tant one in the election. Cooper was 
indorsed by the Anti-Saloon league and 
Beggs also was an avowed dry. Tur- 
ner, the low man, is classed as a wet. 

Running strong in all parts of the 
state, Congressman Martin L. Davey 
of Kent won the Democratic guberna- 
torial nomination, late reports giving 
him a commanding lead over his near- 
est opponent, Peter Witt of Cleveland. 
Davey is a dry. 

An official tabulation of votes from 
about one-fourth of the precincts in 
the state gave Davey 38,090 votes, 
Witt 13,298, and Commerce Director 
Earl D. Bloom of Bowling Green 12,012.

Hans Pape, the “systematic burg- 
lar,” to whom more than 100 robberies 
of homes on the northwest side have 
been laid, sawed his way out of the 
Shakespeare avenue police station 
shortly before 5 o'clock this morning 
and escaped. Less than an hour later 
he was dead, slain by the guns of a 
police squad that was waiting for him 
to appear at a house where his wife 
has been living. 

Only yesterday Pape was held to the

teen robbery charges. He was to be 


sent to the county jail today. His 
escape was effected by opening the 
automatic door of his cell, then sawing 
a bar from the rear of the cell house. 


Trapped by Bureau Squad. 

A few minutes before the escape a 
general call was sent out for police to 
be on the lookout for Pape. A bureau 
squad composed of Edgar Miller, Irving 
Hagebaum, and John Kratsmeyer, 
were sent to 4615 Warwick avenue, 
where it was known that Pape’s 17 
year old wife, Lottie, was living. The 
police surrounded the house. 

Within a few minutes Pape drove 
up in an automobile and was com- 
manded to surrender by Miller who was 
in front of the house, and had jumped 
on the fugitive’s running board. Pape 
pushed the policeman to the ground 
just as the other two detectives ap- 
peared. Seeing resistance was useless 
he surrendered. He was transferred 
to the squad car and the police were 
about to start to the station when he 
sprang out and ran, ignoring com- 
mands to stop. All three police fired 
and he fell. He died before a hospital 
could be reached. 


Pape’s escape and Capt. Max Danner, 
in command at Shakespeare station, be- 
gan an investigation. The station is in 
charge of Lieut. Peter Tomchek at 
night, with the cells in the immediate 
charge of Lockup Keeper John Mikula. 
Capt. Danner said he is convinced thai 
Mikula failed to closé the door of Pape’s 
cell, which locks automatically, and 
that the prisoner walked out gto the 
“ bullpen.” 

Capt. Danner had no theory of how 
Pape secured the saw with which he 
cut his way from the “bullpen.” He 
said that he will ask Commissioner 
Wiliam. F. Russell to suspend Mikula 
today.

Pape was on Aug. 6 by 
Sergt. Roy Steffen of the Irving Park 
station. At that time he was living at 
2953 North Racine avenue and loot 
valued at more than $5,000 was seized 
in the home. 

According to the police Pape, who 
was 25 years old, and formerly a baker, 
had a unique system. Since last April, 
they charged, he would rent a garage 
near a house he intended to rob. Leav- 
ing his car there, he would don soft 
soled shoes, enter the house, and carry 
the loot back to his car in the garage 
driving home before dawn.

ARMED TANKS 


Motorization of Land 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—{Spe- 
ejal.}—Comparison of the moderniza- 
tion work accomplished by the British 
and American armies since the war 
@iscloses that Great Britain has made 
by far the greatest progress in the 
introduction of new motorized and 
machine equipment into its armed 
land forces. 

Information reaching Washington 
today reveals that the British army 
now boasts more than 200 modern 
tanks, most of them manufactured 
within the last two years. The United 

States army, on the other hand, does 
not have a single modern tank as- 
gigned to its regular armed forces. 

Six new tanks have been built since 
the armistice, but all of thef still 
are considered experimental. 

Willing to Spend Money. 

The willingness of the British parli- 
@ment to appropriate freely for the 
development and purchase of ma- 
chines designed to increase the mobil- 
ity and fire power of the land forces 
of the empire explains why Great 
Britain is so far in the lead. While 
Great Britain has spent millions an- 

flually for the development of tanks, 
armored cars, tractors and other 
equipment, the American congress has 
expended only a few hundred thousand 
dollars each year on this phase of its 
national defense. | 

| Both Great Britain and the United 
States have made good progress in 
the development of .the light tank, 
now considered the basic fighting ma- 
chine of the special motorized fight- 
ing forces of the future. 

America Holds Back.
